• TASI closed 1.7% higher to 6,711 while NOMU gained 5.9% to 6,861 
on Tuesday. TASI traded value totaled SAR 4.4bn and averaged SAR 
4.4bn over the last 30 days. The five most active stocks (by value) in 
TASI accounted for 33.2% of the daily traded value. 

• MSCI Emerging Markets closed 0.9% higher on Tuesday, trading at 
P/E (TTM) of 13.2x vs. 18.5x for TASI. 

• Banks and Materials gained 1.5% and 2.4%, respectively. Telecom 
closed 1.7% higher. Health Care Equipment (up 5.2%) was the best 
performing sector. Among stocks, Dr. Sulaiman Al Habib Medical 
Services Group (4013/S U LAI MAN AB), Allianz Saudi Fransi 
Cooperative Insurance Co. (8040/ALLIANZ AB), and Arabian Shield 
Cooperative Insurance Co. (8070/SHIELD AB), led the gainers. 

• According to the Saudi Arabian Monetary Authority (SAMA), 
remittances from expatriates in KSA rose by 9% Y/Y to SAR 12.2bn 
(USD 3.25bn) in March 2020 when compared to the same period last 
year. On a monthly basis, expat remittances were 13% higher, or SAR 
1.38bn (USD 367mn). (Source: Argaam) 

• Al Moammar Information Systems Co. (7200/MIS AB) signed a SAR 
290mn (USD 77.2mn) Shariah compliant financing agreement with 
Riyad Bank (1010/RIBL AB). The revolving facilities, guaranteed by a 
promissory note of the same value, are renewable every year. (Source: 
Argaam) 

• Dur Hospitality Co. (4010/DURAB) reported a net profit after Zakat and 
tax of SAR 10.9mn (USD 2.9mn) for 1Q20, a 15% Y/Y increase, 
compared to SAR 9.5mn (USD 2.5mn) in the same period last year. 
The increase in profits was driven by higher revenues due to opening 
of new facilities. (Source: Argaam) 

• Aldrees Petroleum & Transport Services Co. (4200/ALDREES AB) 
reported a net profit after Zakat and tax of SAR 30.3mn (USD 8.1mn) 
for 1Q20, up 1.3% Y/Y, compared to SAR 29.9mn (USD 7.9mn) from 
the same year-earlier period. This was driven by an increase in sales 
from the petrol division, profit from joint ventures, and lower marketing 
and Zakat expenses. (Source: Argaam) 

• National Medical Care Co. (4005/CARE AB) reported a net profit after 
Zakat and tax of SAR 33.2mn (USD 8.8mn) for 1Q20, a 11% Y/Y 
increase, compared to SAR 30mn (USD 7.9mn) in the same period last 
year. The increase can be attributed to increase in revenue by 9% and 
reduction in provision for expected credit losses. (Source: Argaam)

GCC & Global Markets Update 


• US markets ended in the green on Tuesday. S&P 500 and NASDAQ 
gained 0.9% and 1.1%, respectively. Dow Jones Industrial closed 0.6% 
higher. In Europe, UK increased 1.7%. Germany and France closed 
2.5% and 2.4% higher, respectively. 

• Asian markets are trading in the green on Wednesday. China is trading 
flat. Japan is closed for trading, while South Korea is up 1.2%. Hong 
Kong and India are trading 0.7% and 1.0% higher, respectively, in the 
morning session. 

• GCC markets ended mixed on Tuesday. Dubai and Abu Dhabi 
increased 0.4% and 1.6%, respectively. Kuwait and Qatar closed 0.4% 
and 1.5% higher, respectively. Oman and Bahrain declined 0.2%. 

• UK Markit/CIPS services PMI for April 2020 stood at 13.4 (prior: 34.5; 
consensus: 12.3). (Source: Trading Economics) 

• The UAE IHS Markit Purchasing Managers' Index (PMI), an indicator 
for the performance of the non-oil private sector, retreated to 44.1 in 
April 2020 from 45.2 in March, recording a new low for the second 
month in a row. (Source: Decypha) 

• According to the Central Bank of the UAE (CBUAE), the UAE’s real 
GDP grew by an estimated 1.7% in 2019. The UAE hydrocarbon sector 
witnessed rapid growth of 3.4% in 2019. However, non-oil activities 
advanced at a softer pace growing by 1.0%. (Source: Trade Arabia) 

• The CBUAE revealed the number of total net new work permits issued 
in the UAE rose to more than 157,000 in 2019, compared to over 1,500 
in 2018. Dubai, Northern Emirates, and Abu Dhabi contributed in the 
jump in the number of new work permits with 90,216, 40,039, and 
27,509, respectively. (Source: Decypha) 

• Dubai Electricity and Water Authority (DEWA) revealed that it has 
joined the Dubai Unified Business Registry, an initiative by Dubai 
Economy to achieve inclusiveness and transparency in business 
activities in the Emirate. DEWA added that this will make doing 
business even easier, as the network digitally unifies the data of 
commercial licencing authorities and benefits the overall economic 
development of Dubai. (Source: Trade Arabia) 

• The UAE Ministry of Finance (MoF) has launched the Federal 
Automated Revenue Estimation System (FARES). With the FARES, 
the Ministry seeks to automate revenue estimations and improve 
financial technologies. (Source: Decypha) 

• Bahrain’s Diyar Al Muharraq said the work was in full swing on its 
affordable housing project, Jeewan, being developed as part of the 
Deerat Al Oyoun affordable housing project. The firm added the works 
on Phase One and Two are currently ahead of schedule and is set to 
be completed by 4Q20 while Phase Three will be ready in 2Q21.
